Patients First Act

," a bill sponsored by Congressman Randy Forbes which would direct the NIH to prioritize
funding for stem cell research to those projects with the greatest potential for near-term clinical
benefits and which utilize stem cell lines obtained in an ethical manner.

Congressman Pence believes that these are the kinds of positive alternatives that better
represent the wishes of millions of pro-life Americans while encouraging the kind of promising
scientific research which is saving lives and leading to breakthroughs in disease treatment.
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
